W a s h in g t o n , March 2 7 .—The world’s 
fair bill was received by the Senate and 
referred to the special committee having 
that subject in charge. 
Senator His- 
cock, chairman, was asked when the 
committee would consider It. 
He said 
that ho would be out of the city until 
next Monday and that no meeting would 
be held until after that time 
The 
world’s fair rivalry In the House was 
watched by the Senate, and as nearly 
every possible aspect of the question was 
considered in tho debates that have boon 
occurring in the upper House they have 
made up their minds how they aro go­ 
ing to vote. 
Senators Cullom and Farwell, at the re­ 
quest of the Chicago committee, have 
tried to find out their opinions. 
They 
both say that three-fourths of tho Sena­ 
tors are for Chicago and that those who 
will vote against tho bill will do so on 
constitutional grounds. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has re­ 
ceived a letter from the Secretary of 
Stato submitting an estimate of an ap­ 
propriation of $100,000 to carry out the 
p an for a historical collection of tho 
papers and robes of Columbus for exhi­ 
bition at the world's fair. 
He says also 
that as a large number of priceless arti­ 
cles will bo borrowed from foreign gov­ 
ernments and private collectors It will 
be necessary to have a separate building 
of steel and glass to insure their safe 
keeping. 
This building, ho suggests, 
should be constructed so th at it may 
afterw ard bo removed and re-erectod kn 
Washington.

W a s h in g t o n , March 27.—Mr. Cannon 
of Illinois, from tho committee on rules, 
reported a resolution making tho Wyom­ 
ing admission bill a special order for to­ 
day, a recess to be taken at 5:30 in the 
afternoon until l l o’clock to-morrow,the 
previous question to bo considered as 
ordered at I o’clock. 
Tho resolution 
was adopted and the Wyoming bill was 
then taken up. 
Mr. Baker, of New York. submitted 
an argum ent in support of the measure. 
Mr* Barnes, of Georgia, opposed the 
bill, because he believed that there were 
gross irregularities in the adoption of 
the Constitution of Wyoming, because 
he believed th at the Territory did not 
contain a population requisite for ad­ 
mission to the Union, and because there 
was Incorporated in tho Constitution 
features based on the subject of female 
suffrage which were antagonistic to re­ 
publican institutions. 
The Senate spent the day in discussing 
Mr. Sherman's anti-trust bill. 
The de­ 
bate was given a partisan character by 
Messrs. Ingalls, Vest, and Eustis, the 
first named making a vigorous protest 
against the constitutional objections to 
the bill raised by the southern Senators. 
An amendment was adopted making the 
license fee for dealing in futures 810,000 
instead of 81,000, as first proposed. 


ARE THEY JUNKETING? 


Some People Think th e Squadron o f Evo­ 
lution Is H aring Too M uch E m ory. 
W ashington, March 27.—T here Is an 
impression among the naval men that 
the cruise of tho new squadron of evo­ 
lution is nothing more than a junketing 
expedition for the refreshm ent and en­ 
tertainm ent of a few favored officers. 
An officer of high rank In the squadron, 
to whose ears these rumors have drifted, 
writes home a private letter to a friend 
iu this city, in which he refutes the idea. 
He says: 
‘As to the story that the fleet is getting 
to be a junketing squadron such talk 
seems absured to us here, the fact 1m'- 
ing that no ships have left the United 
States for many years past in which drills 
and exercises have been so regular and 
constant as those in this command. 
We 
have been received every where with the 
utmost courtesy and cordiality. 
We 
have been 
entertained officially and 
handsomely, and officers of the squadron 
havo endeavored to do what was proper 
in return, but thoro has been nothing 
like junketing, the drills and exercises 
having not been interfered with in a 
single instance. 
To have refused the 
invitations extended by Portuguese, En­ 
glish, French and other officials would 
have been rude, unofficerlike, and should 
have brought upon us tho censure of the 
navy departm ent if such action had boon 
known.**

Two citizens of tho unfortunate little 
town were drowned. 
To add further horror to tho scene 
the warehouse belonging to Lachs & 
Co., with its entire contents, was totally 
destroyed by fire, resulting from tho 
water coming in contact with several 
barrels of unstacked lime.

house also contained an immense amount 
of freight. 
The damage done is inestimable, as no 
precautions had been taken against the 
flood. 
An immense quantity of live 
stock was drowned.

The Aged P relate Succumbs to Paralysis 
A fter a 
Long Illness.

March 27.—Arch­ 
bishop Hciss died at 7:45 o’clock last 
even! g. 
Fdr tho past two months the 
venerable prelate had bern confined at 
St. Francis’ Hospital in this city, the 
institution which he established, and for 
two weeks past has been steadily fall 
log. 
His ailment was paralysis of the heart, 
the vital forces being completely worn 
away. 
His physicians havo remained 
with him day and night for a week 
past. Several t m s tim end was thought 
to be 
near, 
but tie vigorous con­ 
stitution 
asserod 
Itself 
and 
the 
patient rallied. 
He passed away peace 
fully and seemed to suffer no pain. Dur­ 
ing the past twelve hours he relapsed 
into a stato of unconsciousness, from 
which he rallied at Intervals. 
He could 
speak at times, but only in a low and al­ 
most indistinct tone of voice. 
His death is mourned by all classes of 
people In this city, where he presided as 
first bishop for many yca^s and was be­ 
loved by all with wl o ti he came in con­ 
tact. 
The first funeral service will take 
place 
In the Cathedral here Friday 
morning. 
The remains will then be 
taken to Milwaukee by special train and 
(Inal services held in th at city. 


B e r lin , March 27.—When Bismarck 
drove to the Imperial palace for a fare­ 
well audience with the Emperor he was 
greeted with an immense demonstration 
of popular admiration. 
In anticipation of the visit crowds had 
gathered along the route, and the vener­ 
able statesman was heartily cheered. 
The Interview lasted nearly an hour, 
and, as the Prince, on his return, was 
driving past the bridge between the 
Lustg&rtcu and Under-den-Llnden his 
horses became restive. 
One of the ani­ 
mals became entangled In the traces, 
and it was necessary to stop the carriage 
until the harness was rearranged. 
A crowd quickly gathered about the 
ex-Chancellor, 
and ladies threw him 
bouquets and kissed their hands to him. 
Prince Bismarck was so greatly affected 
th at he shed te a rs ., He shook hands 
with a number of those about his car­ 
riage, 
and his voice faltered as he 
thanked the people for their demonstra­ 
tions of affection.

The department bas answered seven 
fire elarms since the date cf my last 
quarterly report, December 2d, 1889, one 
of which was given without cause, mak­ 
ing a tctsl cf thirty-seven alarms for the 
year ending with date. This is the largest 
number of rlerms given ia any one year 
t iuoe the organize! ion of the fire depart­ 
ment. Of this number of alarms seven 
were given without cause, and are class­ 
ed as ‘W ee” alarms, two were tamed in 
by the authorities tor the purpose of ex - 
ttoiling the depattment to visitors, 
making the actual numb* r cf fires for 
the year trouty-nine. I take pride in 
recapturing figures taken from the Fire 
Becard giving detailed aooounts of toe

I cannot see how the expenses of the 
fire department, including the hydrant 
rent ii • f $ 4,700 can be brought much 
under $1U.000 a year. I believe, how­ 
ever, that much if not all of this aum 
can be saved the property owners of oar 
city by a jast redaction of insurance 
rates. I do not wish to be understood 
as recommending or counseling proper­ 
ty owceiB to carry less insurance on their 
propelty, but I do recommend and urge 
the common conc oil and the property 
owners t i ut its and invite the [represen­ 
tatives of the insurance companies or the 
rate adjusters, to visit oar city, inspect 
oar fire depaitment and our [water sup­ 
ply and tben demand and insnt that 
tfiey rice ive the same amount of insur­ 
ance at a reduction that will fqual the 
expense of maintaining the fire depart­ 
ment. Janesville property owners are 
now pa) ing annuity upward of $50,(JCO 
for insurance age inst lose by fire, and, 
aa I understand, there baa been no ma­ 
terial reduction in rates on account cf 
the increased expense incurred in bet­ 
iding cur water supply and fire depart­ 
ment. I earnestly request that you give 
this matter attention, believing that in 


bo doing much, if not all the expense in­ 
curred in maintaining the fire depart­ 
ment, can be saved in the pockets of our 
property owners. In considering this 
ques)tor, I call your attention to the 
small amount c f losses sustained by in­ 
surance companies, whioh oan be read­ 
ily escertaiutd by reference to fire de­ 
part rn ant records. 
There bas been several changes in the 
membership rf the.fire department dur­ 
ing the year. Geo. Ains, John Enrlmg- 
er, B. Barnage, Hailey Roof. Robert 
Clark, W, H. Mornesey and Chaa. Eder, 
having resigned, and Wm. Boos, John 
Knndsor, Frank Keegan, Ihos. Doran, 
F. Gallagher and John Abbott have 
been appointed as members. 
The members of the department have 
been very pre mpt in responding to fire 
alerms, all taking sn interest and en­ 
deavoring to excf ll in their duty.
